Is Your Child Getting Enough Exercise? 


Chances are that your child 


is not getting nearly enough 
exercise. There are indica- 
tions that many of the diffi- 
cult children, now diagnosed 
as "hyperactive" who are 
given drugs to calm them 
down, merely suffer from a 
lack of opportunity to work 
off t h e i r exuberance and 
energies. 


From earliest walking ages, 


children 
need freedom 
to 


romp, run and jump and to 
stretch their limbs. They need 
this more than sitting in front 
of TV sets, more than "cog- 
nitive i n f o r m a t i o n , " and 
more than toys. Urban, sub- 
urban, and even rural condi- 
tions of life have changed 
radically within the past 25 
years. In many places it's just 
not safe to allow kids to 
roam, climb and explore, as 
they were able to do formerly. 
Families have become in- 
creasingly 
home-bound and 


have gotten out of the habit of 
shooing the kids out of doors 
and of encouraging their mov- 
ing about. 


It is very important to 


foster your child's running 
and jumping, especially if you 
live in the city, far away from 
parks and playgrounds. You 
may have to make room in 
your house, and provide safe, 
rug and furniture free areas 
and hallways, and be willing 
to put up with what may 
seem like excessive indoor 
noise now and then. It's a 
price today's parents must 
pay for urban decay, for 
pollution 
and 
for 
lack of 


planning. 
Our communities 


are 
often 
inconsiderate 
of 


c h i l d r e n ' s needs. They 
shouldn't be made to suffer or 
pay for the errors or callous- 
ness of their elders or fore- 
bears. 


Your child's growth, de- 


velopment, 
learning 
ability 


and school performance will 
depend to a large measure on 
how well he is able to coordi- 
nate and on the opportunities 
given him in pre-school years 
to develop this faculty through 
physical exercise. A child who 
is kept from active play that 
involves his limbs is likely to 
become excessively passive or 


hyperactive. Either extreme 
can 
cause 
him 
to 
suffer 


learning handicapps. 


Heretofore academic teach- 


ers 
often 
frowned 
on an 


education that stressed physi- 
cal exercise and game play- 
ing. 
But what is known now 


about the physiology of the 
brain and its dependence on 
an oxygen rich blood supply 
indicates the relationship be- 
tween physical well-being and 
learning.

ships at college ages. If you 
give your pre-school and pri- 
mary grades child the free- 
dom to run and jump and 
shout now and then, he may 
get an academic scholarship 
later on without difficulty.

Long Wants County Government to Start Moving

The biggest job facing Outa- 


gamie County's first executive 
will be "making the government 
we have now start working 
better." 


Then, said James R. Long, he 


can tackle the specific problems 
and issues confronting the coun- 
ty. ' 


Wisconsin counties will be 


watching the pace-setting Outa- 
gamie executive office for the 
first few years, Long said. 
"How 
the man in that office 


functions will set the trend for 
future executives in other coun- 
ties." 


At 32, Long is the youngest of 


the 12 candidates for the top 
post in county government. 


He was cautioned at 30 that 


his age was a liability in his bid 
for district attorney in 1968. 
But, despite his youth and 
despite the fact that the ink had 


barely dried on his Air Force 
discharge papers, he handily 
defeated the incumbent district 
attorney. Long was re-elected, 
without opposition, in 1970. 


He insists "age has nothing to 


do with ability." He points to 
three U. S. congressmen from 
Wisconsin, W i l l i a m Steiger, 
David Obey and Leslie Aspin, 
all of whom are younger than 
Long. 


Long minks people feel county 


government in Outagamie has 
done too little. It's up to the 
executive to see that it starts 
moving, he remarked. 


Many people are unaware, 


Long said, that the executive's 
job is, by statute, one of 
comiderable magnitude. He re- 
viewed some of the more signif- 
icant obligations and functions of 
the office. 


The executive, he Mid, is in 


charge of the coontoatioti and 
management of all phases of 


administration. He appoints all 
department heads, except the 
six elected by popular vote. He 
appoints all boards and com- 
missions. 


'He's in charge of the do-it 


people in county government," 
Long explained. And to that 
end, he must make sure he is 
surrounded by capable person- 
nel, he added. 


The executive also has en- 


dorsement or veto powers over 
resolutions passed by the county 
board. He oversees budgeting 
and spending of more than $11 
million a year — or more than 
$45 million during his four-year 
tenure. 


While the executive will be 


empowered to recommend poli- 
cy, tne county board will contin- 
ue to set policy. 


The executive must report to 


the people annually on the 
condition of the county, Long 
said. This he sees as a major

SAIGON (AP) — A total of 51 


Americans were killed in com- 
bat, last week in Indochina, the 
U.S. Command reported today. 
The toll was more than double 
the 24. killed the week before 
and the highest since last No- 
vember. 


Although only one of the 51 


Americans was killed inside 
Laos, in air operations, the rise 
in the number of U.S. deaths 
was attributed largely to the al- 
lied operation in the neighboring 
country. Some 9,000 American 
troops are operating in the 
northwest corner of South Viet- 
nam, backing up the South Viet- 
namese troops who crossed into 
Laos, and the Americans have 
come under intermittent North 
Vietnamese attack. 


Despite the rise in the number 


of dead, the number of Ameri- 
cans wounded dropped to 217, 
which was 150 less than the 
week before.

Another six Americans killed 


inside Laos in helicopter crash- 
es were listed on the weekly 
casualty summary as "miss- 
ing," due to delay in the recov- 
ery of their bodies and identifi- 
cation.

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The Titular Leader Tag 


Otherwise diligent reporters of 


politics in our favorite state have lately 
fallen into a curiously careless style of 
writing when they have occasion to 
mention in their accounts of current 
Wisconsin political events the name of 
one of the most promising of 
the 


younger 
politicians now on 
the 


Wisconsin scene, Green Bay's own 
Robert Warren, the state attorney 
general. 


As if under the mandate of some 


mysterious ordinance, Mr. Warren is 
now routinely described as the "titular 
leader" of the Republican party of 
Wisconsin. We yield to few in our ad-' 
miration for the qualities of this vigorous 
and dutiful officer. It is obvious to the 
naked eye that he has a promising future 
in state politics, always assuming the 
viability of the party of which he is a 
part: It is perfectly evident that'when 
the Republicans scout their reserves in 
another time and 
consider 
the 


nomination of a man for governor — or. 
even United States Senator — Mr. 
Warren will have earnest and influential 
boosters. But "titular leader?" In 
historical style or practice, or in a 
pragmatic test, we submit, the 
designation is inappropriate: 


Who "titled" him? Who is the 


anointing power? We perceive none, 
except perhaps the busy reporters at 
Madison and elsewhere who sometimes 
turn to the easy phrase, and thereby 
acquire bad habits. 


If the test 
is consistent vote- 


attracting ability, Mr. Warren would be 
the first to concede, and cheerfully, that 
he has lessons to learn from his 
statehouse colleague, Robert Zim- 
merman. 


But Mr. Zimmerman has given no 


sign that he intends to run for governor? 
Quite correct. But he is in fact in the 
constitutional line of succession to the 
governorship, as through resignation, or 
disability, or the other circumstances 
enumerated in constitutional law. Thus 
he is perhaps more "titular" than his 
colleague who by law is ranked last on 
the constitutional officer list. 


In the parlance of academics in 


national politics, the "titular" leader of 
a party is sometimes identified as that 
'man who last won its 
highest 


nomination, as for the. presidency. By 
that rule, Jack Olson, the man from 
Wisconsin Dells who was chosen to run 
for governor only last year, ought to be 
considered. But that stylistic practice is 
even more fragile than the nomen- 
clature arbitrarily chosen for Mr. 
Warren. Is Sen. Hubert Humphrey now 
the "titular leader" of the national 
Democratic party? Was Sen. Goldwater 
during the period from 1965 until the 
nomination of Mr. Nixon by 
the 


Republicans? 


Perhaps the state attorney general is 


justly described as "titular" head of the 
Wisconsin Republicans because he is 
likely to run for governor in distant 1974? 
But who can say now that he will win the 
nomination? 


Three and one half years is a very 


long time, in the uncertain world of 
politics. Mr. Warren now appears as the 
likely nominee. He is the probable- 
leader, among a dozen plausible names 
that come to mind. He occupies a dif- 
ficult and responsible office, which 
perhaps can be operated better without 
premature presumptions about events in 
the unfathomable future. 


Mr. Trudeau Rescues a Conference 


The meeting of the heads of state of 


the 
Commonwealth 
countries 
in 


Singapore last month demonstrated that 
people with opposing opinions can 
manage to compromise and even agree 
when there is enough at stake. 


Before the conference, black African 


nations in particular, but also the 
leaders in Malaysia and India, were 
enraged because of the decision of 
England's conservative government to 
reverse the policy of its predecessor and 
sell some arms to the Republic of South 
Africa. Undoubtedly some of the benefits 
of the arms sale would also seep over the 
borders into Rhodesia despite the fact 
that England and Rhodesia are not on 
the best of terms — in fact do not have 
diplomatic or trade relations with each 
other. Prime Minister Heath of Great 
Britain was adamant in his decision. He 
w-as backed by Australia. 


In Canada, Prime Minister Pierre 


Trudeau is being hailed as a man who 
helped avert an all-out break at the 
conference and managed to have passed 
a compromise resolution that origi- 
nated in a much harder line in Zambia. It 
appears that at the very least Mr. 
Ttudeau did his homework well before 
the meeting and worked extensively 
both publicly and privately when in the 
Far East. 


The British and Australians have 


contended that South Africa needs some 
more ships and arms in order to hold up 
its responsibilities in keeping peace in 
the Indian Ocean. The Russians have 
been infiltrating the area and now have 
at least three warships in the Indian 
Ocean which they never bothered about 
before. Indian leaders were also 
somewhat concerned, although the 
racial antagonisms which come from 
South Africa bother any people not 
strictly white. However, the Indians 
have also been upset by the treatment of 
Indians in black Africa. In many black 
African countries where Indians have 
lived and prospered for generations, 


they are no longer welcome, laws have 
been passed to force them to give up 
property and even to emigrate. 


Long before the conference Mr. 


Trudeau sent a representative to several 
black African leaders to try to assure 
their attendance at the meeting as there 
were reports that they would boycott it 
in protest of the arm sales. At the con- 
ference itself, Mr. Trudeau began 
working hard for a compromise 
agreement which would state, as the 
British insisted, that the individual 
countries had to be the judges of their 
own actions. Prime Minister Heath has 
made a big point of the need and the 
right of P]ngland to determine the course 
necessary for its defense and progress. 
At the same time, the black nations 
wanted assurances that the arms going 
to South Africa would be used only for 
defense and eventually (hat is the kind of 
resolution that was accepted. The host at 
the conference, Singapore's Lre Kuan 
Yew. in a closing speech, singled out Mr. 
Trudeau for a large share of the 
responsibility in the success of the 
conference. 


Mr. Trudeau has been taking Canada 


more and more on a path independent of 
England. The leaders in London are not 
exactly happy about it. Mr. Trudraii, in 
a speech at Singapore, warned that there 
was great danger of a race war breaking 
out. in Africa within the next ten years. 
The Conservative government in London 
is currently more concerned about the 
Russian moves in the Indian Ocean and 
the Middle East and perhaps that is 
more important right now. Bui in the 
long run, the very existence of the 
Commonwealth, with its wide variety of 
members as to race, geography, 
political philosophies, religion and 
needs, has a stabilizing effect. It may 
fade away but it is still important, not 
only to the various members but to the 
rest of the world. Mr. Trudeau's activity 
in its behalf seems to have been ef- 
fective. 


A Remarkable Story 


Wordie Murrell is a retired railroad 


clerk. He is still an active leader in the 
Boy Scouts. He lives with his wife in 
Taylorville, HI. His wife has helped in a 
variety of community efforts, and is a 
former PTA district leader.

They can 
always assure themselves 
that they will be told all about 
the issue in the caucus, 
without the embarrassment of 
displaying ignorance or 
inattention. 


4. When a party position, 


and especially a majority 
party position, is fought out 
and agreed upon in privacy, 
floor debate degenerates into 
pantomime and pretense — 
with all parties knowing 
where the votes are on even 
the lesser issues before the 
formality of the roll call. 


Has Legitimate Use 


All of this is not to say that 


the 
caucus should 
be 


outlawed. It is a legitimate 
and necessary device in a 
state and a country that have 
developed political parties as 
instruments for rule. To 
suggest that the caucus should 
be public is to render it 
useless, as Sen. Chilsen surely 
knows and as the Young Dem- 
ocratic protester ought to 
know. The caucus came with 
the beginning of partisan 
competition, 
here 
and 


elsewhere. It is a necessary 
and useful tool. 


The issue is its abuse. 
The caucus should be used 


in moderation — like strong 
drink — or the health and 
vigor of the representative 
system of government are 
imperiled.

hydrocarbons, and carbon 
monoxide are all basically 
invisiblp. Yet, they are just as 
harmful to the lungs and other 
organs as flyash or soot 


Also, 
the 
problem 
is 


nationwide 
Not only does 


polluted air travel from city to 
city but as our economy and 
population have grown, the 
sources of air pollution have 
increased. Just in economic 
terms, air pollution is costing 
us 12 billion a year, according 
to Fortune magazine. 


The 
water 
pollution 


situation is not improving 
either. The General Ac- 
counting Office made a study 
of the effect of governmental 
programs to fight water 
pollution between 1957 and 


1969 and found that we were, 
falling behind in every major 
river system in the U. S. The 
annual damage from water 
pollution has been estimated 
at $13 billion a year. Hardly 
justification for optimism. 


In short, Optimist's view of 


the environmental problem is 
far too narrow. Air and water 
pollution are nationwide in 
scope and an optimism based 
entirely or even primarily on 
superficial local observations 
is of necessity invalid. This is 
not to say that we are 
inevitably doomed to an eco- 
catastrophe but unless we 
realize that there is a problem 
which requires effort to solve, 
it may just occur.
